Abdominal Aneurlem (4b-ddm’-In-a)  An-a- 
tis-m).

years. 

Abdominal_ Fostation (Ab-dém/-in-4l _ fé-ta- 
shon). Development of the foetus in the 
abdominal cavity external to the womb. 
Usually fatal in about the third or fourth 
month from conception, unless diagnosed 
and apt ee 

Abdominal Typhus (&b-dém’-In-4] ty-phis). 
Typhoid (which see). 

Abortion (ibdr-shin), The destruction and 
expulsion of the serum during the first 
three months of pregnancy. Often leads 
to death of the woman in one or two 
weeks. Vide Miscarriage and Premature 
Delivery. 

Abrasion (4b-ra-zhun). An excoriation or 
removal of the surface of the skin. 

Abscess (Ab’-ses). A localised collection of 
pus, commonly known as “a gathering.” 
Its severity depends on its cause or its 
situation, The following kinds occur :— 
“Alveolar” an abscess of the jaw, ‘“Anal’”’ 
an abscess of the parts about the anus, 
“Antral” an abscess of the antrum, “‘Ap- 
Pendicular”’, an abscess of the appendix, 
a form of dppendicitis, “Axillary” an abs- 
cess of the arm-pit, “Cerebellar” and 
“Cerebral” an abscess of the brain, 
“Dorsal” an abscess of the upper part 
of the spine, generally tuberculous, 
“Hepatic” an abscess of the liver, “Iliac” 
an abscess in the groin, generally tuber- 
culous, ‘“‘Ischio-rectal” an abscess on 
either side of the anus, “Lumbar” an 
abscess in the kins, either due ‘to tuber- 





culous disease of the spine or originating 
from a kidney, “Orbital” an abscess of

An abscess may kill if it 
affect any vital organ, its danger de- 
pends, too, on its cause, alveolar, anal, 
antral, axillary, ischio-rectal, and palmar, 
are not often fatal, Tubercular abscesses 
which include retropharyngeal, psoas, 
dorsal, lumbar, and often ischio-rectal 
and perinephritic, do not often kill by 
themselves, the patient generally dying 
from “general tuberculosis.” Abscesses 
may be the result of blood-poisoning, 
the person affected dying in two or three 
weeks, Orbital abscess is frequently 
fatal. Hepatic abscess, if infective, may 
cause death in a few weeks, if secondary 
to dysentery. “Tropical abscess” may 
last a year or more. 

Acarus (4k’-Aris), A minute insect, the 
fewale of which burrows in the human 
skin, and is the cause of the disease 
Scabies (“The Itch’). 

Acoouohement (dk-koosh’-mén), 
term for childbirth. 

Accommodation. The act of voluntarily 
altering the focus of the eye for near 
vision.

disease affecting the face, more especially 
the nose and tissues immediately sur- 
rounding that organ.

Acro-mania (ak-r6'-maala).. Acute madness 
chaiacterised by great violence. Dura- 
tion depends on cause. Usually fatal in 
a few weeks, or chronic dementia follows

Acromegaly (ak-rd-mégaly), A chronic 
disease, characterised by great overgrowth 
of the bones of the’ face and hands and 
feet. May persist for many years. : 

Aoromia! Fracture (4k-rd/-mial), A break- 
ing ‘of the acromion bune.

An affection of the 
liver, It has a rapid course and almost 
always ends in death. Duration about

The bite of the Muglish 
adder is not often fatal, but may cause 
very severe and protracted illness, Death 
bas taken place in one or two hours or

Addison’s Disease (Ad-dis-éns), An affec- 
tion of the adrenal bodies, generally 
tuberculous, {t is marked by great weak- 
oess, fainting, and pigmentation of the 
skin, It is nearly always fatal in about

thenia. ° : . 

Agraphia (a-graff_a). Loss of power to 
write, owing to some defect or morbid 
disease of the writing centre of the 
brain. 

Ague (a-gi). Synonym for malaria. It is 
a disease caused by the inoculation of 
a minute parasite by the mosquito. (Ano 
pholes claviger). It is characterised by 
periodical attacks of shivering fits. 
person having once had it is liable to 
repeated attacks for years afterwards. 
Malaria is becoming less prevalent in 
‘Canada, as sanitation is improved, and 
many cases seen are due to_ infection 
abroad. In the severer forms death may 
occur’ in two or three weeks, and 
especially so in the “black-water fever” 
type, where the mortality is from 16 to 
s0 per cent, 

Air-hunger. A curious biting at the air 
seen in people affected with diabetes. It 
is of grave import. 

Albuminuria (4l-bum-inirf4). The presence 
of albumen in the urine, Generally it 
indicates disease of the kidneys, heart, 
or bladder, but it occurs in many con- 
stitutional complaints also, For dura- 
tion, see Kidney Disease and Nephritia 
Is of very great importance in connec 
tion with life, accident or sickness in- 
surance, Persons suffering from it are 
nearly always ineligible for any form 'of 
policy. 

Alcoholic Neurltis (néw-ri’-tis). A paralysis 
of the extremities brought on by exces- 
sive alcohol drinking. It nearly always 
gets better if the cause is removed. 
Death may occur from intercurrent affec- 
tions in a year. an 8 

Alooholism (4i/-cd-hélism), .A bad state of 
health brought about by excessive alco- 
hol drinking or any liquid containing 
alcohol, It is characterised by sickness, 
chronic dyspepsia, and diseased liver. 

Alexia (4-léx-14).. Loss of the power to 
read, due: to. some morbid process going 
on in the reading centre of the brain. 

Alimentary (4l-I-mént!-dry).’. Pertaining to 
nourishment. 

Alimentary Canal. The passage through 
which food. passes from the mouth to. the 
anus. : The following divisions are noted, 
CEsophagus, stomach duadenum, jejunum 
flium,. colon, rectum, .which vids. : 


Allantiasis (4i-lan-tla-sis). Ptomaine poison- 
ing, which resnits from the eating of 
sausages.

A degenera- 
tion of certain organs of the budy, es- 
pecially the liver, kidncys, spleen and 
intestines, as a result of the chronic dis- 
charge of an abscess, either tuberculous 
or syphilitic in o-igin. fatal end is 
genérailly due to the cause of the disease, 
but may occur from nephtitis. 

Amyotrophic Lateral Solerosis. A nervous 
disease, beginning by a wasting of the 
arms, followed by contractions and de- 
formities, The disease then attacks the 
fegs and finally the rest of the body, 
death occurring in from one to three 
years. 

Anamia (4n-é-mia), A. blood disease in 
which the composition of the blood is 
altered, Persons so affected are pale, 
and suffer from headaches, constipation, 
fainting, ete. It may be a primary 
disease of the blood, or secondary to the 
folowing :—Worms, cancer, especially of 
the stomach, starvation, after fevers, 
syphilis, phthisis, excessive bleeding, kid- 
acy disease, lead or. mercury poisoning, 
ulcer of the stomach, and malaria. Death 
is rare from simple anemia, but may 
occur soon if due to hemorrhage. Vide 
Chiorosis and Pernicious Anzmia. 

Anawsthesia (dn-és-thésia). Loss of the 
sense of touch as the result of some 
aerve lesion, It is common in certain 
cerve diseases, The term is also used 
to express athe. artificial production of 
insensibility “preparatory to painful surgi- 
cal procedures. : . 

Anasthetic (An-és-thét’-ik), peseasine to 
anwsthesia.

1t ia- 
habits the. upper part of the intestine, 
and gives rise to dangerous anemia. it 
is found in Cornwall (England) amongst 
the miners. Disease may last some 
months or years, death taking piace fiom 
exhaustion or pneumonia. 

Aneurism (an-i-rizm), A local bulging in 

the wall of. ao artery. A pulsating 

tumour forms which gradually grows, and. 
often finally. bursts. Its danger lies in 
its situation, the fatal cases being in 
those so placed that they cannot be 
teached by surgical methods. Aneurisms 
of the head, chest, and abdomen are the 
most fdtal, Death may occur ‘n a year 


‘or longer. |, Di 
Angina (An-ji-nd). Any disease attended 
by a sense of choking or suffocation, 
particularly an affection of the fauces or 
pharynx presenting such symptoms. 
Angina Pectoris (4n-ji-n& pék-toris). Acute 
cramp of the heart, common in heart 
disease and aneurism of the thoracic 
aorta.’ (See Thoracic Aneurism). A, false 
or pseudo-angina exists, which, however, 
is not dangerous, True angina may 
cause death from shock in a few minutes.

Angular Curvature of the Spine. Due to 
tuberculuus disease of the spine: Death 
may occur at any time from pressure 
upon the spinal cord and paralysis, or 
from intercurrent affections.

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Anthracosis (4n-thra-k6-sis), A disease of 
the lungs found in miners, due to the 
inkalation of coal dust. It commonly 
leads on to phthisis.

Anthrax (4n-thrax), A skin disease com. 
mon amongst skin-dressers, and due to 
inoculatiun of a_speciic germ from un- 
healthy skins The condition often re- 
sults in death from cne to seven days. 

Antiseptio (Anté-stp’-tik). A remedy to 
prevent or to cure infection with germs. 

Anti-toxin (Anté-tox-in), An anima! antidote 
to the poison produced by specific 
diseases. 5 

Antrum (An-trim). The cavity in the cheek- 
bone. Sometimes the seat of abscess. 
Also called the Antrum of Highmore, 

Anuria (a-nir-e&), Suppression of urine. 
Common in conditions of shock or acute 
inflammation of the kidney. lf due to 
the latter cause, death will take place 
in about two days or so. : 

Anus (a-nus). The lower orifice of the 
bowel The ‘‘backside.” 

Anal (a-ne!). Pertaining to the anus. 

Aorta (4-ér-ti). The largest blood-vessel 
of the body It runs from the heart, 
down through the chest, where it is 
known as the thoracic aorta,” and then 
down through the abdomen, where it is 
called the “abdominal aorta.” | 

Aortic Aneurism Ansurism of the aorta. 
(For duration see Ancurism). 

Aortlo Regurgitation (ré-gurg-I-ta’-shun). A 
failure of the aortic valves. Leads to 
great enlargement of the heart, Is one 
of the commonest and most fatal of heart 
affections, A common cause of sudden 


death, 2 

Aortic Stenosis (stén-d-sis). A narrowing of 
the aortic valves where the heart opens 
into the aorta. It leads to heart disease, 
and is often fatal. Duration indefaite, 
but with care cases may live for many 
years. Death, however, is liable at any 
moment. Not common. . 

Aortitie (a-dr-ti-tis). A degeneration of the 


aorta found in syphilis and kidney 
disease, ‘and which often precedes 
‘aneurisa. 


Aphasia (4-phas-c4). Loss of speech from 
some lesion of ‘the brain. t may in- 
dicate the preseace of a tumour or abs- 
cess of the brain, or may be a@ result of 
apoplexy, or of injury. 

Aphonia (4-fon-e4). Loss of the voice, due 
to some lesion in the throat, It may be 
hysterical in origin. 

Aphthous Fever (Af-thus), Foot and mouth 
disease, not uncommonly contracted by 
man from animals suffering with the 
disease. Recovery the rule. | 

Aphthous Stomatitis (sté-m4-ti-tis). A rash 
found on the inner side of the cheeks, 
and on the tongue in children, somewhat 
resembling “thrush.” Recovery the rule. 

Apn@a (Ap/-né-4). A temporary cessation 
i respiration, due to excess of air in the 
lungs. 

Apoplexy (Ap-é-pléx-2). The symptoms re- 
sulting from rupture of a blood-vessel in 
the brain. Often the result of disease of 
the kidneys and blood-vessels. May be 
rapidly fatal, or, if recovered from, re- 

sults an paresis of one side of the body. 
Appendicitis (4p-pén-di-ci-tis), An inflam- 

mation of the appendix, Often fatal, but 

‘erovery is complete if treated surgicelly

(Vide Vermifaorm Ap 
pendix), Acute cases may cause death 
from peritonitis in a week or two. Gener.

Pains of 
indigestion, Often called ‘‘heart-burn.”

Arrythmla (dr-ryth-med). Irregular action 
of the heart. (See Allorrhythmia), 

Areenioal Neuritis (nei-ri-tis). A paralysis 
of the extremities caused by arsenical 
poisoning. Recovery generally occurs op 
removal of the cause. Death may occur 
from the effects of the poisoning. 

Arterial Hamorrhage (4r-téri-4) hém-drr- 
age), Bleeding from an artery. Far 
more seriuus than from a vein. Severe 
hemorrhage, as from the carotid artery 
in “cut throat,” may cause death In so 
few minutes. 

Arterlo-solerosis Gee nee Sakibe asia): A 
disease in which the arteries are 
thickened or calcified, Is associated 
closely with gout and kidney discases,. 
Often ends fatally from apoplexy. 
Patients with this complaint are ineligible 
or any form of insurance. 

Arteritis (Ar-té-ri-tis), Inflammation of an 
artery. 

Arthritis (4r-thri-tis) Inflammation of a 
joint. It may be due to injury, gout, 
tuberculosis—syphilitic, rheumatic or 
gonorrheal, The course of the affection 
depends on its cause. An arthritis due 
to injury may cause death from blood- 
poisoning in a week or two, In the other 
forms death is due to the cause of the 
arthritis, e.g., syphilis and tuberculosis.

Astragalus (As-trag’-alis), One ofthe large 
bones of the foot, which forms a part 
of the ankle-joint. :

Insensibility, The state 
of unconsciousness. A person may lie 
comatose for several days and yet ulti- 
mately recover. More often death occurs 
under a week. ‘ 

Comatose (ké-ma-tése). In a condition of 
coma, . - ; 

Comedo = (kdm/-é-dd). Black-heads. A 
chronic disorder of the skin characterised 
by yellowish or. whitish pin-point eleva- 
tions, containing in their centre exposed 
‘blackish. points.

Comminuted Fracture. The breaking of a 
bone into more than two pieces, usually 
into a large number ‘of little pieces. 

Compensation. A term used to.express en- 
largement of the heart to make up. for 
valvular disease and to carry on the 
circulation under, embarrassed conditions, 

Compound Fracture. A fracture of a bone 
communicating externally by one of the 
fragments piercing the skin, or a bullet 
wound, It may lead to death by blood- 
Poisoning or from shock, . 

Compression, An unconscious condition 
cavsed by a. fracture of the skull, a 
fragment of. which is pressing on. the 
brain beneath, or of pressure on the brain 
by tumours. or fluids. The condition is 
seriovs: if the pressure be not. removed, 
death occurring in two or three days. 

Conoussion. An unconscious condition 
resulting from a blow on the head or 
spine arious sequela may follow on 
concussion, such as loss of memory. 
Death may occur at once or in a few 
days in severe cases, but recovery is 


usual,

In some cases it is heredi- 
tary. Two forms occur, : ‘‘Diabetes In- 
sipidus” in which very large quantities 
of urine of low specific gravity are passed 
with no sugar, and “Diabetes Mellitus” 
in which less urine is passed than in 
Insipidus, but large quantities of sugar. 
The latter is much more fatal than the 
former.

Endometritis (én-dd-mét-ri-tis), Inflamma- 
tion of the inner lining of the womb, 
generally resulting from miscarriage or 
venerea}] troubles spreadin, upwards, 
There is a liability to localised peritonitis.

@ndosteal (n-dés-té-41). A term applied 
to any tumour or inflammation of the 
inner wall of a bone, e.g., endosteal 
sarcoma. A cancer beginning inside a 


bone. 

Endothetioma (én-d5-thél-I-d-mi). A tumour 
arising from the membranes lining the 
different cavities of the body ‘and of 
blood-vessels, puns, etc. Always 
cancerous. Vide Cancer, 

Synonym, Summer 
Diarrhoea. An acute inflammation of 
the stomach and bowels, due to the 
ingestion of unsuitable food. Death may 
occur in a few days from collapse.

Ensitorm Appendix (én’-sif-orm), The carti-

Enterlo Fever (én-tér-tk). Synonym for 
Typhoid, An acute, specific fever charac- 
terised by inflammation of the bowel, 
diarrhea, and a rash on the abdomen 
Often fatal Various sequela are fre- 
quently left behind, such as heart disease. 
ec, Death may ensue in the second 
week of the fever, or later. Mortality 
$ to 20 per cent. 

Enteritis (én-tér-i-tis), Inflammation of the 
bowel. See Catarrhal Enteritis. 

Enterocele (én-tér-d-sél). A rupture con- 
taining part of the bowel. Vide Hernia. 

Enterolith (én-tér-d-lith). A concretion 
within the towel. May cause obstruction 
of the bowel. Unless such an obstruction 
be relieved, death will occur in a few 


Epigastrio (ép!-gds-trik). The upper part 
of the abdomen. In the region of the 
stomach, : 

Epigiottis (tpi-glét-tis). A movable piece 
of cartilage, which overhangs the open- 
ing of the larynx (Adam’s apple), and 
tends to prevent food and fluids from 
finding their way into the air-passages. 

Epilepsy (ép!-lép-sé). A nervous disorder 
characterised by attacks of convulsions. 
Often hereditary. An epileptic is very 
liable to injuries, etc., from falling when 
under the influence of one of the fits 
into fire or water, or from a_height. 
Death is rare from the fits, and generally 
results from an accident. Epileptics are 
often of unsound mind. Epilepsy also 
occurs as a result of injuries, or of. 
tumours of the brain. In these cases it 
is often curable by operation. 

Epiphysitis (é-pif-I-si-tis), Inflammation of 
the end of a bone, due to injury or 
the result of tuberculous and other 
diseases, Often calls for amputation of 
a limb, e 

Epistaxis (épi-stax-is). Bleeding from the. 
nose, Rarely fatal unless due to Bright's 
Disease, in which it is common. 

Epltheitoma (épi-thél-I-d-ma). Cancer of 
the skin tissues. Unless entirely removed 
by surgical means it kills within three 
years. Epithelioma Linguez. Cancer of 
the tongue. 

Epithellum (épi-thél-l-dm). The skin and 
mucous membranes, The coverings of 
the body. , 

Epulie (ép-i-lis), A tumour of the jaw.

Fascla (fass-I-4).. A lamina or plane of a 
fibrous texture, which varies in thick- 
ness and strength in different parts of 
the body.

Fat Embolism (ém-bé-lism). A globule of 
fat blocking a blood-vessel. It occurs 
after tractures. May cause sudden death 
by entering the pulmonary arteries. 

Fatty Degenoration. The disappearance of 
the normal tissue of an organ, which is 
replaced by fat. 

fatty Heart. This may either ,be a fatty 
infiltration of the muscular tissue of the 
heart or an actual degeneration of the 
tissue. Sudden death may occur if any 
strain be put on the heart, 

Fatty infiltration, The increase in the 
amount of fat of any organ.

Fibrinous Bronchitis § (fi-brin-ous ‘brda-ki- 
tis), A form of bronchitis in which plugs 
of fibrin form in the air-tuhes aad. are 
expectorated.

Qrand-mai (grénd-mal). The more serious 
type of epilepsy, associated with severe 
convulsions, in contradistinction to “petit- 
mal,” a form of epilepsy in which there 
is ohly Ruane loss of consciousness. 

Granular Kidney. Chronic Bright’s disease. 
Chronic kidaey disease leading to death 
from hemorrhage of the brain, heart 
disease, or uremia. The disease is quite 
incurable. A person may live for several 
years with this complaint. Death is 
liable, however, at any moment either 
from causes ‘given above or from acute 
inflammation occurring on the chronic. Is 
frequently due to lead-poisoning. 

Granulation. The bright red velvety 
material, which covers a healing wound; 
ulcer or abscess, 

Qrave!l (grav-2!), The deposit of certain 
salts in the urine, of the colour and ap- 
Pearance of gravel. It shows a dis- 
osition to gout and to stone of the 
ladder or kidney. The condition is cur- 
able, but a person with such a com- 
plaint should never be accepted for life 
assurance, and is not a first-class acci- 
dent or sickness risk. 

Grave's Disease. Vide Exophthalmic Goitre, 
of which it is but another name. 


Greon-stiok Fracture. A fracture of a bone 
generally in the young. The bone par- 
tially breaks and partially splits in its 
own length.

Gumma (giim-m4). Nodes occurring in 
different parts of the body as a mani- 
festation of syphilitic disease. Gummata 
are manifestations of late or tertiary 
syphilis, and often appear many veare 
after the original infection.

If the bowel be strangu- 
lated, as is liable at any time, death 
will occur in a few days unless at once 
relieved by operation. s 

Hernia Gerebri (hér-nead sér-é-bri), Hernia 
of the «- brain.

Hypochondriasis (hi-ps-kon-dri'-a-sis). A 
mental state in which the person has. 
imaginary comp’aints. 

Hypogastrium (hi-pd-gas/-triim). The lower 
and central portion of the abdomen, in 
which the bladder is situated. 

Hypopyon (hi-pé-pién). A collection of pus 
in ‘the anterior chamber of the eye. 
Often follows scratches from particles of 
grit getting into the eye, or complicates 
ulcer. 1t is very dangerous to the sight. 

Hypostatic Pneumonia - (hi-pd-stat-Ik a. 
mé-nea). Pneimonia occurring in old 
or debilitated persons as a result of long 
coufnement to bed. It is a passive con 
gestion of the lungs. 

Hysteria (bis-tér-ed), A mental condition 
in which the person affected innocently 
simulates fits and various complaints. 
There is great excitability, fits of 
screaming, crying and laughing, etc. It 
is specially frequent in the female sex.

infarction (in-farc’-shon). The death of 
any part of an organ due to pioching of 
its artery, and so cutting off its blood 
supply.

tnfection (in-fek’-shun), The communice- 
tion of disease from one body to another 
through the air. 

tnfective Endocarditis (in-f[ék-tive én-dé-car + 
di-tis), Malignant endocarditis. ln- 
fiammation of the internal lining of the 
heart due to some septic process going 


on in the body elsewhere. Its most 
eommon causes are rheumatic fever, 
acute fevers, especially scariatina, 


general blood-poisoning, etc. It is a 
common cause of chronic heart disease. 
Death may ensue in a few days or at 
a longer period of about six months. 
Influenza (in-fld-én-z&). An acute disease 
marked by sudden rise of body tem- 
perature, pains in the back and joints, 
and general malaise.

Lardaceous: Disease (lir-da-sé-iis), Amyloid 
Disease. degeneration of certain or- 
gans of the body which become waxy 
in appearance.

Laryngeal Stenosis (ldrin-jé4l sténd-sis). A 
aarrowing of the lumen of the larynx, 


gencrally as a result of growth or 
: syphilis. It causes difficulty in breath- 
ing and talking. Vide Syphilis, 
Laryngeat Tuberculosis (ldrin-jé4)_ ti-bér 
kilé-sis). Tuberculosis affecting the 
larynx. It is an ulceration of the larynz 


and nearly always co-existent with con- 
sumption of the lung. Vide Phthisis. 
Laryngismus Stridulus (ldrin-jis-miis strid-i- 
las). Spasmodic Croup. Child-crowing. 
Spasmodic respiration in a child. It is 
marked by a temporary cessation of 
breathing followed by a crowing noise 
as the child takes the first one or two 
breaths. A child may die of an attack, 
but recovery is the general rule. 
Laryngitis (larin-ji-tis), Inflammation of 
the larynx. The prognosis depends on 
the cause. Acute cases due to inhaling 
steam or ammonia, etc.,, may kill in a 
few hours from asphyzia. Simple laryn- 
gitis rarely kills. 


Laryngotomy (larin-gét-5-m!), Opening the 
Jarynx externally in cases where there is 
obstruction to the breathing above.

Condition of body or 
mind when its voluntary functions are 
performed with difficulty and only by 
strong exertion of the will 

Lateraf Sclerosis (iat-ér-al_ sklér-6-sis). A 
degeneration of the spinal cord, giving 
rise to paralysis and rigidity of the arms 
and later of the legs. Contractions take 
place in the limbs, causing considerable 
deformity. The course of the disease is 
about three years, ending in death. 

Lead Colic. A colic caused by lead- 
poisoning, and, therefore, a symptom of 
that complaint. It is not uncommon in 
painters aud workers in potteries. Epi- 
demics occur occasionally, due to con- 
tamination of drinking-waters by some 
chemical matter which acts on the lead 
pipes. Vide Lead Poisoning. 

Lead Paralysis. A paralysis of the legs 
and arms due to lead poisoning. Re- 
covery occurs if the source of the trouble 
be removed, Vide Lead Poisoning. 

Lead Poisoning.. Not uncommon amongst 


Painters, workers in lead, or at pot- 
teries, Contamination of water by 
gitrates acting on the leaden pipes 


may give tise to an epidemic. The 
symptoms are severe colic and constipa- 
tion, a neuritis of the arms and legs, con- 
vulsions, etc, Death may occur in a 
few days or months afterwards from the 
effects df the paralysis, Death may 
also occur some years afterwards from 
aneurism arising from arterial degenera- 
tion set up by the lead poisoning. Occa- 
sionally gives rise to blindness and 
various forms of insanity. 

Reather-bottle Stomach. A rare form of 
carcinoma (cancer) of the stomach, 
which becomes thickened and hard like 
feather or indiarubber. It is fatal, and 
there is no remedy. Sometimes known 
as “Indiarubber-bottle Stomach.” Cases 
oma live more than a year, generally 
ess, 

Lelo-myoma (J¢ci-6-mi-6-ma4). Tumours com- 
posed of muscle found in the womb, 
ovaries, prostate, and occasionally the 
bowels. 

Lens. The lens is a highly refractive body 
in the eye, situated just behind the 
pupil. Normally it is perfectly trans- 
parent, but if it becomes opaque the 
condition is known a’s- Cataract. 

Leprosy (lép-rés!). An Eastern disease 
characterised by the appearance of new 
growths in the skin and nerves. It is 
due to infection by the “bacillus lepr2.” 
It is not very contagious and not heredi- 
tary. Late in the. disease it invades 
the internal organs, such as the liver 
and kidneys, etc., and so leads to death 
of the affected individual in from ten to 
thirty years or so. 

Géthargy (léth’-ar-jé). A condition of 
drowsiness or stupor that cannot be over- 
come by will; also a stage of hypnotism. 


Leuchemia = (18-ké. med). Vide Leucocy- 
thamla. 
Leucooythamia (li-kd-si-thé-mea). A 


blood disease in which the patient suf- 








fers from severe anzmia. The white 


corpuscles of the blood show a vast 
increase in numbers. There are two 
forms of the disease, one charac- 


terised by enlargement of the spleen, the 
other by enlargement of the glands. 
These two forms are known respectively 
as Splenomedullary Leuchamia and Lym- 
phatic Leuchemia. Death occurs in 
from two to three years. Recovery is 
not common. 

Leucooytosis (li-ké-si-té-sis), An increase 
of ieucocytes, one of the constituents 
of the blood. It is always present 
where some suppurative condition is 
going on in the body. 

Leucodermia ()i-k4-dér-mea). Scattered 
white patches on the skin with a deepen- 
ing in colour or pigmentation of the 
skin adjacent to the patches, 

Leucoma (1i-k6-mA). An opacity of the 
cornea, often lying in front of the pupil; 
it causes partial or complete blindness. 
It may be due to an injury or burn, to 
syphilis or gonorrheeal infection of the 


eye. 

Leucopiakia (li-k6-plak-ea). A thickening 
of the skin of the tongue owing to 
chronic —_ inflammation. It__ becomes 
horny and white in colour. Vide Glossi- 
tis, It may develop into cancer. 

Llohen (li-kén), A. skin disease charac- 
terised by red' patches and pimples found 
on most parts of the body. It is 
extremely itchy and very chronic and in- 
tractable to. ireatment. 

Llenterla (li-én-tér-e4), A diarrhea charac- 
terised ' by the rapid.passage of , un- 
digested food through the bowels. 
Generally found in chronic dyspepsia, 
Vide Diarrhea, 

tigament (lig 4-ment). A fibrous band 
holding one part in connection with 
another or in position (e.g. the two bones 
of a joint together, or the liver in 


position). 
Ligature (lig-d-chir). A material used for 
tying a blood-vessel. 


Lightning Pains. Stabbing pains in the 
calves of the legs, a symptom of Loco- 
motor Ataxia (which see). | 

Lingual (lin-gwal). Pertaining to the 


tongue 

Lipoma (li-pd-m4). A tumour composed 
of fat, It grows very slowly, is easily 
removable, and does vot endanger life. 

Litheemia (i-thé-me&). The appearance of 
uric acid in quantity in the urine. It 
occurs in gout and in stone of tke kid 
ney. Vide Renal Calculus and Gout. 
Lithiasis (Iith-i-4-sis), Vide Lithemia, The 
appearance of uric acid in the urine. 

Lithetomy = (lith-6t-6-m1). Opening the 
bladder in order to remove a stone. 
Lithotripsy (ith-6-trip-si). Lithotrity. 
Crushing a stone within the bladder in 
order to facilitate its removal without 
cutting. 

Lithurla (lith-ar-e&). Same as Lithemia, 

Littré’s Hernia. A rupture in which only 
a part of the wall of the bowel is in- 
cluded. From the difficulty of diagnosis 
this is the most fatal kind of. rupture, 
although comparatively rare. Death may 
occur in a few days. 

Lobar Pneumonia (15-bar ni-mdn-c4).  In- 
flammation of the lungs. Croupous 
Pneumonia (which see). 
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Look-jaw. Tetanus. A condition resulting 
from the introduction of the tetanus 
organism into a wound, It is charac- 
terised by stiffness of the jaws and vio- 
lent attacks of cramp, first in the spinal 
muscles and spreading thence to the rest 
of the body. It is nearly always fatal. 
The longer the course of the disease the 
more favourable is the chance of re- 
covery. Death occurs in from one to 
several days. Some cases may last from 
three to four weeks. 

Locomotor Ataxia (16-cd-mé-tér 4-tAx-ed). 
An affection of the nervous system, 
characterised by inco-ordination of the 
movements of the body, changes in the 
sensation of touch and of the specia! 
senses, particularly of the eyes. It is 
chronic and incurable, steadily progress- 
ing to death, Syphilis and over-exposu’e 
to cold and wet are the causes of the 
disease. Of indefinite duration. Some 
cases may last for twenty years, death 
finally being due to intercurrent diseases, 
e.g., Pneumonia, Phthisis, etc. 

Loose-hody in Joint. A loose cartilage or 
fibrinous body which lies loose in a 
joint. It gives rise to crippling from 
repeated attacks of inflammation in the 
joint, Vide Semi-lunar Cartilage. 

Lordosis (lér-dé-sis), Increased anterior 
curvature of the spine. Continued flexion 
of the thigh is the commonest cause, It 
is not dangerous to health, ie 

Lues (li’-és). A euphemism for Syrhilis. 

Rumbago (lim-ba-g5), Pain in the lum- 
bar region, generally due to muscular 
rheumatism, It may be so bad as to 
incapacitate a person for long periods of 
time. May supervene after blows or 
strains. 

Lumbar (lim-bar). The lower part of the 
back immediately above the buttocks. 
The loins, The small of the back. 

Lumbar Aheoess (lim-bir Abs-séss), An 
abscess in the lumbar region, generally 
due to tuberculosis of the spine or ap 
abscess originating in the kidney. 

tumbricails (lim-brik-als). Some small 
muscles in the palms of the hand, hav- 
ing to do with the finer movements of 
the fingers. fi 

Cupus (li-pis). Tuberculosis of the skin. 
A very chronic skin disease, causing 
great deformity of the parts invaded, 
especially the face and hands, Poe 

Lunus Erythematosus (li-pis érl-thém-a-t6- 
sts), A skin disease most commonly 
seen on the face, where it begins on 
the nose and spreads thence to the 
cheeks and ears. A very chronic com- 
plaint. It has not been proved to be 
tuberculous in nature. 7 

Guxation (laks-d’/shun). Dislocation. . 

Lymph (limf), The fluid in the lymphatic 
vessels, the product of the filtration of 
the liquid portion of the blood through 
the walls of the capillaries. 

tymphadoanitis (limf-4d-én-itis), Infiamma- 
tion of the glands. If the inflamma- 
tion be great it will form an abscess in 
the gland. Generally arises from a 
dirty wound. Rarely fatal. Rapidly re- 
covers if the wound is cleaned. 

Lymphadenoma (limf-Ad-én-d-ma). A non- 
inflammatory enlargement of a gland. 
Very often it is tuberculous in origin. 

tymphangitis (limf-2n-ji-tis), Ao inflamma- 
tion of the lymphatic vessels, due to 


a poisoned or septic wound. The in- 
flamed lymph vessels show up as bright 
red lines leading up from the wound to 
the lymph-glands. 

Lympho-sarcoma (limf-d-sar-cé-ma). Cancer 
originating in a gland. Often fatal. 
Vide Cancer.

Over- 
growth of the tongue, due to obstruc- 
tion of its lymphatic vessels.

Malar (m4-lar), Pertaining to the cheek. 

Malaria (m4-lar-ed), Ague (which see). 

Malignant. Tending to spread and lead 
to serious or fatal symptoms. Cancerous. 

Malignant (Edema (é-dé-ma). An acute 
inflammation starting in a dirty wound 
and spreading rapidly beneath the skin, 
which then sloughs, Air forms beneath 
the skin due to the gas-producing or- 
anisms which are the cause of the in- 
ammation, It leads to general blood- 
poisoning, and is practically always fatal 
ina few days to a week or two, unless 
the limb is promptly amputated as far 
away as possible from the disease. 

Malignant Endocarditis (én-dé-car-di-tis). 
See Infective Endocarditis. 

Malignant Jaundice (jawno-dis), A rapid 
atrophy “of the liver characterised by 

coma, Death is 


jaundice, vomiting and 
usually rapid. The cause of the disease 
is unknown. Vide Acute Yellow Atrophy. 
Malignant Pustule. The ulcer which forms 
at the onset of Anthrax (which see), 
Malingering, Shamming illness, f 
Maliein (mal-lé-In).

Malleolue (mal-é-d-lus). The bony projec- 
lions at either side of the ankle-joint. 
Maliet-finger. A deformity of the finger, 
due to a contraction of the end joint, 
usually the result of an injury to the

Malleus (m4l-léus).

Malta Fever. A fever peculiar to the Medi- 
terranean coast, and therefore also 
known as Mediterranean Fever. It is 
characterised by recurrent attacks of 
fever at intervals of about ten days, 
with progressive wasting and weakness.

Melena (mé-lé-na). The passage of 
blood from the bowel. It may be due 
to piles, ulcer of the stomach or duo- 
denum, growth of any part of the 
bowel, aneurism bursting into the bowel, 
or typhoid fever, i . 

Molancholia. A mental state in which 
the patient’s mind seems to be fixed 
permanently on some particular occur- 
rence, 

Meianodermia (mé!-4n-6-dérmea). . Black 
pigmentation of the skin. 
Mejano-sarcoma (mél-an-6-s4r-cd-ma). A 
Cancer containing much black pigment. 
They always originate in some part of 
the body which normally contains pigment, 
such as the retina or ‘moles. hey are 

very rapid in growth, and almost always 

lead to death. Death may occur within 
eight months or so from the onset.

Meningeal Hemorrhage (mén-in-jéa] hém- 
orr-hage).- Bleeding from the menin- 
geal artery between the skull and the 
meninges. Mortality is about 80 per 
cent., death occurring in from one to 
five days. . 

Meninges (men-in’-jéz). The membranes 
covering the brain and spinal cord, and 
consisting of the dura, arachnoid and pia, 

Meningitis (méo-in-ji-us). Inflammation of 
the meninges. Often fatal if due to in- 
jury or to disease of the ear, always 
fatal if tuberculous in origin. When due 
to injury, death occurs in a few days, 
but if tuberculous, in from one to six 
weeks, 

Meningoocele (mé-nin-gé-seel). A tumour 
on the lower part of the spine dating 
from birth. It is a failure of develop. 
ment of the hinder part of the spinal- 
canal, allowiag a protrusion of its con- 
tents, which form the tumour. Not 
necessarily fatal Injury to the tumour 
is liable to set up Spinal Meningitis 
(which see). 

Menopause (mé-nd-paws), Cessation of 
menstruation when the woman becomes 
past child-bearing, generally at the age 
of forty-five, 

Menstruation (mén-stri-a-shon), A monthly 
loss of blood from the womb, normal 
in women, It iasts from three to seven 
days, and is caused by a disintegration 
of the lining epithelium of the womb. 

Mental Artery. The artery of the chin.. 

Merourtaliem. Poisoning by mercury met 
with in workers in quicksilver mines, 
workers of mirrors, thermometers, or 
barometers. Symptoms are trembliags 
of the limbs and head, salivation, sore 
gums and paralyses. Duration indefinite, 
but may extend over several months. 
Recovery generally occurs on. removal 
from source of poisoning. 

Mesentery (méz-én-téry), A fold of mem- 
brane (or peritoneum), which holds the 
bowels suspended from the back of 
the abdominal cavity.

An abscess occurring as a result of 
blood-poisoning in organs or parts re- 
mote from the original source of in- 
fection.

Mitral tncompatency (mi-tral). A failure 
of the mitral valves to close completely, 
resulting in enlargement or dilatation of 
the heart, and finally death from heart 
failure. Cases may last for many years. 

Mitral Stenosis (mi-trdl sté-n6-sis), 
narrowing of the mitral valves of the 
heart. It leads to great enlargement 
of the right side of the heart, engorge- 
ment of the lungs and liver, and finally 
death from heart-failure. It is usually due 
primarily to rheumatic inflammation of the 
heart. Cases may live for many years, 
but some are fatal within two or three. 

Mollities Ossium (dl-lish-i-és dss-I-im), A 
disease charactefised by a softening 
of all the bones, which bend and break. 
It is rare, but when it occurs often 
kills. {ts duration is indefinite, Per- 
sons affected are often bed-ridden for 
ears, death occurring at any time 
rom exhaustion. 

Molluscum Fibrosum (mdll-is-cim  fi-bré- 
stm), A. skin disease in which small 
fibrous nodules are found. The nodules 
originate from the nerves supplying the 
skin, In other form the disease shows 
itself by the development of large pen- 
dulous fibrous or fleshy tumours. |

Mucus (mi-cts), A slimy albuminoid mat- 
tee formed by the mucous membranes— 
or linings of the cavities of the bodies.

Musole (mis’-1). Popularly known as flesh.

A common complication also of frac- 
tures of the humerus—the nerve being 
torn or compressed by the bone. In 
these cases, an operation is usually 
required, and a greatly prolonged period 
of disability. |

Myelitie’ (mi-é-li-tis), Inflammation the 
spinal cord. The attack is generally sud- 
den, resulting in paralysis and loss of 
sensation in the legs, and often also 
the arms. The bladder and rectum are 
also paralysed There is marked rise of 
body temperature and rapid wasting. 
Complete recovery never, or rarely, takes 
place, paralysis and deformities remain- 
ing permanently afterwards. The dura- 
tion of life is indefinite, and death is 
generally due to intercurrent affections 
such as bed-sores, bladder troubles, 
pneum. nia, etc. Cases may last for 
months or even years, but death in a few 
weeks is usual, May be caused by in-

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jury, cold, strains, or occur as a result 
of other diseases. 

Myaloid-sarooma (mi-é-ldid sar-cé-ma). A 
cancer attacking the interior of bones. 
It is of slow growth, and the least 
malignant of all cancers. If removed 
early it does not recur. 

Myo-oarditis (mi-6-k4r-di-tis). Inflammation 
of the heart-muscle. May result in per 
manent heart-disease. Myocarditis often 
occurs in acute fevers, and may cause 
death from heart-failure. 

@yoma (mi-d-m4). A tumour composed of 
muscle. Vide Leio-myoma,

Myositie (mi-d-si-tis). Inflammation of 
muscle. 

Myxeedema = (mI x-é-dé-ma), A disease 
caused by absence of the  thyroid- 
gland. It is characterised by a waxy 


appearance of the skin, and a change 
in the features, which become coarse 


and thick. Mental failure comes on 
later, The disease is curable. Dura- 
tion indefinite, cases often lasting for 


many years, 

Myxo-lpoma (mix-o-li-pd-ma), A tumour 
composed of myxomatous and fatty tis- 
sues. Vide Myxoma. . 

Myxoma (mix-6-m4), A tumour composed 
of myxomatous tissue (a gelatinous tis- 
sue). 


Nevus (aé-viis). A birth-mark. An over. 
growth of the capillary blood-vessels of

Naroosis (n&r-ké-sis). Loss of conscious. 
ness whilst under the influence of any 
drug such as chloroform or opium. 

Wares (na-rés). .The orifices of the nasal 
cavities. Those in front—the nostrils— 
are called the anterior nares, and those 
behind which lead to the throat, the 
posterior nares. 5 

Nausea (naw-sé-4). Sickness. 

Nasal Polypus (pdl-i-pis), An overgrowth 
of the nasal mucous membrane forming 
a pendant mass. Easily removable by 
operation, but very liable .to recur, e¢s-

Nates (na-tés), The buttocks. 

Nebula (néb-i-l4), A haziness or whitish 
patch in the corner of the eye, as a 
result of ulceration, (See also Leucoma). 

WNeorosis (né-kré-sis). Death of any part 
of the body, usually applied to death of 
a bone. 

Nematodes (ném-d-tédes). Round worms 
found as parasites in the bowel. They 
rarely give rise to serious trouble, and 
are readily got rid of by suitable medi- 
cinal remedies, 

Nephrectomy (né-fréc-t6-mi), Removal of 
the kidney by operation. Only carried dut 
when the other kidney is healthy. A 
person may live for many years with but 
one kidney, but the gravity of the case 
is dependent on the disease for which the 
kidney was removed. 





Nephritis (né-fri-tis), Bright’s Disease. In- 
flammation of the kidney. It occurs as 
an acute infection after a chill or after 
fevers, especially scarlet fever, Re- 
covery is the rule, but the patient may 
die if the attack be very severe, or 
the complaint may become chronic. 
Generally the chronic form comes on in- 
sidiously and lasts many years, the 
Patient ultimately dying from heart- 
failure, dropsy or apoplexy. Some of 
the acute cases die in a few weeks 
usually from uremia or dropsy. Acute 
edema of the glottis may occur at any 
time and cause death suddenly. Pleurisy, 
pericarditis, or peritonitis may prove 
tatal at variable periods. 

Nephro-lithiasig = (néf-rd-lith-i-asis).

Neurasthenia (nar-4s-thén-ea). General 
nervous break-down brought on by ex- 
cessive worry and anxiety.

Neuritie (ni-ri-tis). Infammation of a 
nerve, ue to injury, cold, rheumatism, 
govt, lead, arsenic or alcoholic poison- 
ing, fevers, etc. Duration, indefinite, but 
often very intractable. 

Neurogtioma (nir-d-gli-6-m4). A tumour 
composed of nerve tissues, found in the 
brain. May become sarcomatous. Vide 
Glio-sarcoma, 

Neuroma (nir-d-ma). A tumour originat- 
ing in a nerve and made up of nerve- 
tissues. 

Neuroses (nir-d-sés), Nervous disorders. 

Nits. The cegs of lice, commonly found 
adherent to hairs, 

Nodes (nédes). Lumps forming on the 
surface of a bone. They are Frequently 
due to syphilis, but are also caused in 
some cases by injuries or tuberculous 
disease. 

Noma (né-ma4). A gangrene or mortifica- 
tion attacking the cheeks, genitals, and 
gums, usually of children debilitated by 
bad feeding or prolonged fevers. Very 
often fatal in a week or two from blood- 

- poisoning. 

Nutmeg-liver. A form of congestion of the 
liver, due to chronic heart-disease. 

Nyotalopia (nik-t4l-d-pea). Night-blindness. 
The person can see well during the day 
or in bright artificial light, but badly in 
the darkness. 

Nystagmus (nis-tag-miis). Involuntary 
oscillation of the eyeballs, generally due 
to some defect of the eyes, or to some 
hervous disorder such as Disseminated 
Sclerosis. See also Miners’ Nystagmus. 
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QGbilque Hernia (hér-ned). A rupture 
through the passage by which the tes- 
ticle reaches the scrotum, It is the 
commonest form of hernia, and necessi- 


tates the wearing of a truss, or the 
performance of an operation. It is a 
source of danger to the individual. 


Obstructed Hernia (hér-ne4). A rupture in 
which the bowe! has become blocked or 
choked with hardened motions as a re- 
sult of constipation, It is not the same 
as a strangulated hernia, and is usually 
relieved without operation. 

Ghsetruotive Jaundice (jawn-dis). Catarrhal 
jaundice or jaundice due to a stone 
blocking the gall-pasages. Vide jaun. 
dice and Biliary Catarrh. 

Obturator Hernia (ob-ti-ra-tdr hér-ned). 
Rupture through the obturator foramen 
(a fcramen of the pelvis), Very rare, 
but often fatal, when it does occur, from

Opsonio index (Sp/-sdn-ik). The ratio be- 
tween the number of bacteria destroyed 
through the action of leucocytes in normal 
blood serum and the number destroyed 
in that to which Opsonin has been added.

A 
warty growth of the bladder. It is 
serious as it often develops into cancer. 
Death may also occur from hemorrhage, 
exhaustion, or cystitis in a year or less. 

Paracentesis Ahdominis (par-a-sén-té-sis ab- 
démi-nts), The operation of drawing off 
dropsical fluid from the abdominal cavity. 

Paracentesis Thoracis (par-d-séu-té-sis 
thér-4 sis).

Suppurative, hamorr- 
hagic or tubercular forms also occur, and 
are generally fatal in a few days to a 
few weeks

Peritonitis <pér-i-t6-ni-tis), Inflammation of 
the peritoaeum (which see). It is a very 
fatal complaiat. A chronic form due te 
tuberculosis exists. Acute cases may die 
from collapse within twenty-four hours, 
most cases under a week. Chronic cases 
may last for several weeks. Tubercular 
peritonitis may run into several months. 
Peritonitis is usually due to infection from 
a wound, or from ulceration, perforation 
or rupture of one of the organs contained 
in the peritoneal or belly cavity. Most 
cases are amenable to surgical treatment.

Phalanx (f4-lanx). (Plural, phalanges.) The 
bones of the fingers and toes. 

Phantom Tumour (fan-t6m ti-mér), A con- 
traction of one of the muscles, simulating 
a tumour, It is a hysterical manifesta- 


tion, 
Pharyngitie (far-in-ji-tis), Inflammation of 
the throat. Vide Clergyman’s Throat, 
Pharynx (far-lox), The throat, ; 
Phimosis (fi-mé-sis). A tight foreskin. 
Phiebitis (flé-bi-tis), Inflammation of a vein. 
The condition is dangerous, as a detached 
clot may give rise to Embolism (which 


see). 
‘Phieholith§ (féb-d-lith). 
cretion found in veins, 
Phiegmasia Alba Dolens (fiég-ma-sed 
dé-léns). The swelling of a leg charac- 
terised by pain, tension of the skin, hard- 
‘ness and shiny white surface. It is due 
to clotting of the veins of a leg, and 
enerally follows pregnancy. As a rule 
the condition clears up under treatment, 
although death may occur from the de- 
tachment of a clot. Vide Embolism.

Phiegmon (filég-min). An abscess. Sup- 
puration. : 
Phossy-Jaw. A name applied to partial 


destruction of the bone of the lower jaw 
from phosphorus poisoning. 

®hotophobia (f6-t6-fob-ia). Inability to bear 
the light, owing usually to an ulcer on 
the eye or to ophthalmia. 

Phthiriasis (thi-ri-4-sis). Lousiness. 
Pediculosis. 

Phthisis (thi-sis). Tuberculosis of the 
lung. Ccnsumption, An acute or chronic 
disease of the lungs, caused by infectior 
with the “tubercle bacillus’ or consump 
tive organism. The disease is not heredi- 
tary, but there is a family predisposition 
to infection with disease. The disease 
is infectious, and often fatal, but cure is 
frequent under correct treatment. Acute 
or paeumonic phthisis lasts from five to 
twelve weeks. Chronic cases last, as 
a rule, about three years, but may not

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end fatally until fifteen years or so from 
onset. 

Pla Mater (p!’-ah ma/-ter). The vasculas 
membrane enveloping the surface of the 
brain and spinal cord. It is the inner- 
most of the three layers of the Meninges. 

Pigeon-breast. A condition in which the 
chest is deformed and pointed at either 
side of the breast bone. Due usually to 
adenoid growths at the back of the nose, 
rickets or curvature of the spine. 

Pinna (pin-nd). The external ear, 

Piles (piles), Hemorrhoids (which see). 

Pityriasis (pit-I-ri-A-sis). A skin disease 
characterised by desquamation, so that 
the skin has a branny appearance. 

Placebo (pla-sé/-bd). A medicine given for 
the purpose of pleasing or humouring the 
patient rather than for any therapeutie 
effect.

Plantar (plant-4r), Belonging to the sole 
of the foot. 


Pisiform Bone (piz-i-form). The smallest 
bone of the hand. 

Plethora (pléth-dr-a). 
of the circulation. Too much blood, 

Pleura (pla-rd). A membrane which lines 


the cavity of the chest and covers the 


lungs. 

Pleurisy (plari-s!). Inflammation of the 
pleural membrane lining the jungs. Due 
to diseases of the lung, such as pneu- 
monia, etc., tuberculosis, or injury. The 
pisenesis depends generally on the cause, 

meumococcal and pufulent  pleurisy 
generally get well under treatment. Cases 
with effusion may dic from compression 
of the lungs. A tubercular pleurisy may 
continue for several months, 

Pleuritis (plir-i-tis). Pleurisy (which see), 

Pleuro-dynia (plir-6-din-ed). ain in the 
side. Generally muscular. 

Pleuro-pneumonia = (plir - 6 - ni - mé - ne&). 
Pleurisy in combination with pneumonia. 
Vide Croupous Pneumonia. 

Plumhism (plim-bism). Lead poisoning. 
Found in painters and workers in pot- 
teries, or due to contamination of drink- 
ing-waters by substances acting on the 
lead of the water-pipes. The chief symp. 
toms are paralysis of the legs and arms, 
lead-colic, and fits. Vide Lead Poisoning. 

Pneumonia (ni-mé-ned), Vide Croupous 
Pueumonia. : 

Pneumonokoniosis (nti-mdn-6-k6n-é-5'-sis), 
A general term applied to chronic indura- 
tion or fibrous infiktration of the lungs 
due to the inhalation of dust. Various 
names are given to it according to the 
kind of dust causing the inflammation. 
Anthracosis, that ue to coal-dust; 
Siderosts, that due to metallic dust; 
Chalicosis, that due to mineral dust. 

Pneumo-thorax (ni-m6-thér-ax). Air in the 
pleural cavities. Generally due to a rup 
ture of the air-vesicles of the lung in 
‘chronic phthisis or emphysema, or more 
commonly to wounds of the chest, es- 
pecially bullet-wounds, .A condition which 
is often rapidly fatal in a few minutes; 
usually, however, death occurs in a few 
‘ hours to two or three days. A good per- 
centage of the cases recover under treat. 
ment, 

Podagra (p6-dag-ra). Gout in the big toe. 

Pollomyelitis (p5i-1-5-mi-é-li-tis).

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Polydactylism (pdli-dak-ti-lism). An ca- 
cess of the number of fingers or toes. 
Polypus (péll-pis). A tumour of mucous 
membranes which hangs by a stalk. The, 
are found chiefly in the nose and lowse 
end of the towel. In the female they 

are also found in the womb, 

Pdlyuria (pdli-ar-e&). An excessive flow of 
watery urine. 

Pons or Pons Varolil (pons var-d-li-f). A 
portion of the brain from which several 
important nerves take their origin. Is 
not infrequently the locality where 
hemorrhage occurs, 

Popliteat Aneurlsm (pdp-liteel An-f-rism). 
Aneurism of the popliteal artery. It oc- 
curs as a pulsating tumour behind the 
knee, Vide Aneurism. It is generally 
curable by surgical treatment, but may 
require amputation of che leg. 

Portal Vein. The main vein which collects 
blood from the digestive tract and con- 
veys it through the liver 

Post-pharyngeal Abscess § (pist-far-In-jéal 
Abs-sess). Abscess behind the throat. 
Generally occurs in children as a result 
of tuberculous disease of the spine. An 
abscess may burst in the throat and 
cause sudden death by suffocatiun, The 
spinal disease may cause death in a year, 
more or fess, . 

Postural Atbuminuria (pdst-i-ral al-biim-in- 
ar-e&). Vide Paroxysmal Albuminuria. 
Albumen occurring only in the urine when 
the patient stands up and walks about. 


Potts Disease. Tuberculous disease of the 
spine. Angular curvature of the spine. 
With care a permanent cure may be 
effected; often, however, after a 
course which may spread over years, 
death occurs cither from spinal compres- 
sion or general tuberculosis. If a dis- 
charging abscess be present, such as 
psoas abscess, death may result from 
wasting, asthenic fever, or lardaceous 
disease (which see). 

Pott’s Fracture. A common and bad frac- 
ture of the fibula (or outer bone of the 
leg) with outward dislocation of the 
ankle. Often leaves permanent stiffness 
of the ankle and lameness. 

Premature Delivery. Expulsion of the viable 
feetus before the proper time, that 
from the seventh to the ninth month. 

Prepuce (pré-puce). The foreskin. 

Presbyopla (préz-bi-Aped). Old-sightedness. 
Inability to accommodate the eye for 
near vision. 

Priapism (pri-A-pism). Continued erection 
of the penis, apart from sexual excite- 
ment. A symptom of spinal disease or 


injury. 
Prootitis (prdk-ti-tis). Inflammation of the 


rectum. Generally due to thread worms 
or gonorrhea. Iways yields to treat- 
ment. 


Proctocele (prdk-td-seel), A prolapse of 
the rectum. ~The lining membrane pro- 
lapses and protrudes through the anus.

Ibe course of the disease is indefuite, 
and may last many years, death gener 
ally resulting from intercurrent com- 
plaints, sucn as pneumonia, phthisis,

Prolapsus Ani (pré-lap-sis &-ni). A bulg- 
ing of the lining membrane of the lower 
end of the bowe! through the back- 
passage. 

Prolapsus Reoti (pré-lap-sas rék-t!). 
Proctocele. 

Prolapsus Uterl (pré-lap-siis  it-ér-i). A 
falling or comirg down of the womb so 
that it gradually presents itrelf outside.

Prostatitis (prds-ta-ti-tis). Inflammation of 


the prostate. Generally results from 
the spreading backwards of gonorrheal 
inflammatiun of the urethra. Recovery is 


the rule under correct treatment. 

Prurigo (pri-ri-g5). A chronic inflammatory 
disease of the skin, characterised by 
small, pale papules and severe itching. 

Pruritus (pra-ri-tés), Itching. 

Pseudo-angina (sti-d6-an-ji-na), Pain 
emanating from the heart and simulating 
angiva pectoris, which is due to heart 
disease. Pseydo-angina is generally due 
to dyspepsia, and is largely hysterical. 
It never kills; true angina does. 

Pellogia (si-l6-sis) or Sprue. A tropical 
disease, characterised by ulcers of the 
tongue and mouth, anawmia, wasting and 
diarrhaa. 

Psoas Abseess (36-4s A4bs-sess). 
Abscess and Pott’s Disease. 

Psoriasis § (sér-i’-A-sis). A skin disease 
characterised by shiny white scales, and 
usually beginning first on the knees and 
elbows. 

Ptomaine Poisoning. Poisoning due to 
complex chemical bodies (generally alka- 
loids) produced vin the process of de- 
composition of foodstuffs. Sausages, 
oysters, and tinned meats are the com- 
moner causes. intense diarrhea, vomit- 
ing and collapse are the symptoms. it 
often ends in death within twelve hours 
or a few days 

Ptosis (td-sis). Drooping of the eyelids, 
due to paralysis of the muscle. 

Ptyalism (ti-d-lism). Salivation. The pro- 
duction of much saliva, usually a symp- 
tom vf mercurial poisoning. 

Pubes (pia-bés). The bone immediately 
above the external genital organs. It 
completes the pelvis in frunt. 

Publo (pi-bik). Relating to the pubes.

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Puberty (pi-bér-ti). The period at which 


children develop their special sexual 
characteristics end functions. 
Puerperal Fever (pi-ir-per-a!). An acute, 


febrile disease of women in childbed, due 
to septic infection. 

Pulled Elbow. A partial dislocation of the 
elbow in children, due to the mothers or 
nurses dragging them up by their arms. 

Pulmonary (pal-mon-aril). Pertaining to the 
lungs. : 

Pulmonary Hamorrhage (pil-mdn-Ari 

hém-orr-hage). Bleeding from the lung. 

The commonest cause is phthisis (which 

sec). Heart disease and aneurism are 

other causes. The latter is due to the 
tumour bursting into the lung, death then 
occurring in a few minutes. 

Pulee (piils). The beat of the neart trans- 
mitted as a wave of force through the 
arteries. The normal pulse beat is 72 
per minute, Y 

Purpura (pir-pir-4). A disease charac- 
terised by the appearance of sub- 
cutaneous haemorrhages. . 

Purutent (pir-d-lént). Bathed with pus 
(which see). $ : 

Pus (pis). Matter. A yellow exudation 
from abscesses vr unclean wounds. 

Pustule (piis-tale). A boil or pimple con- 
taining matter. : 

Pysemia (pi-é-med). General blood-poison- 
ing characterised by the formation of 
numerous abscesses in different parts of 
the body. Most cases die in two to four 


weeks. ‘ 

Pyelitis (pl-é-li-tis), Abscess of the kid- 
ney. Generally due to stone, tubercle or 
inflammation spreading up to the kidney 
from the bladder, It leads to destruc- 
tion of the kidaey and occasionally 

eneral blood-poisoning. The tubercular 

form often aftects the bladder and the 
other kidney, Jeath occurring in a few 
months. 

Pyolo-nephritis (pi-élé-né-fri-tis). _—_ Inflam- 
mation of the pelvis or inner lining of 
the kidney and the kidney substance. A 
very serious affection. Often arises from 

. Pyelitis or Renal Calculus (which see). 

Pytephiebitis (pi-1é-flé-bi-tis). Inflammation 
of the venous system of the liver, arising 
from infection of branches of the portal 
vein, from hemorrhoids or appendicitis, 
etc, Rapidly fatal in one or two weeks. 

Pylorio GCaroinoma (pi-lér-fk kar-sin-d-ma). 
Cancer of the pylorus, the portion of

bowel leading from the stomach. Vide 
Gastric Carcinoma, 
Pylorio Stricture (pi-lér-tk). A narrowing 


of the stomach where it is continued as 
the bowel, gencrally due to cancer or 
the contraction of the scar of an old 
gastric ulcer. It can be relieved by sur- 
gical operation. If due to cancer, death 
takes place under two years. Simple 
stricture often shortens life. 5 

Pylerue (pi-lér-is). The part of the 
stomach where it joins the bowel. 

Pyonephrosis (pi-d-né-fré-sis). A distension 
of the inside of the kidney with pus, 
Fonersily following on pyelitis (which 
see). 

Pyopneumo-thorax (pi-6-ni-mé-thér-4x). Pts 
and air in the pleural cavities (the cavi- 
ties in which the lung lies). Often 
causes death, and is not uncommonly 
associated with phthisis. Vide Pneumo- 
thorax, ‘i 





Pyosatpinx (pi-6-s4l-pinz). A distension of 
the fallopian tube with pus, generally 
secondary to inflammation of the uterus. 
It is almost invariably due to gonorrhea. 
Often leads to Perimetritis or even 
General Peritonitis. . 

Pyrexia (pi-réx-ed). A rise of temperature. 

Pyrosis (pi-rd-sis). Heart-burna. 

Pyuria (pi-ir-ed). Pus in the urine. Due 
t> an acute inflammation of the lining 
membrane of the urinary passages. 
Tuberculous disease of kidney is a com- 
mon cause, as is also stone of the kidney 
or bladder. I€ due to tuberculous 
disease the outlook is very grave. Other 
causes thay be cured by operation. 


Quartan Ague (quér-tin 4-gi). Malaria! 
fever in which the shivering fits occur 
on every third day. Vide Ague. 

Quiet Neorosig (né-kré-sis), Death of a 
piece of bone without suppuration. 

Quinsy (quin-sé), An abscess in or 
around the tonsil. Suppurative tonsilli 
tis, Recovery is usual in 7 to a1 days, 
but fatal cases occasionally occur. 

Quotidian Ague (qué-tid-edn a-gi). 
Malarial fever in which the shivering fite 
come on every day. Vide Ague. 


Rables (rd-bés), Hydrophobia (which see). 

Rachitis (rd-ki-tis), Rickets (which see). 

Radius (ray-di-is). The outer bone of the 
forearm, 

Radical Cure for Hernia. The operation of 
repairing the slit in the muscles, through 
which a hernia has come. 

Railway Spine, or Traumatio Neurasthenta. 
Due to injuries, especially railway acci- 
dents, attended by much shock. The 
symptoms may not appear for some time 
after the accident, aod consist in ner- 
vous irritability, inability to concentrate 
the attention, lassitude, mental depres- 
sion and other symptoms of nervous ex- 
haustion. There may be defects of sight 
and other special senses. Under proper 
treatment, recovery is usual, but the 
anxiety of a law-suit or unsettled claim 
may prolong the illness indefinitely, 

Ranula (rin-d-lA). A cyst of one of the 
salivary ducts containing a mucoid fluid 
and found at the side of the tongue. Of 
no danger to life, Easily cured by 
operation. 

Reynaud’s Disease (Ray-néde’s). A condi- 
tion in which the eats, fingers, toes, and 
sometimes the whole hand or foot goes 
white and dead. The condition is only 
temporary, and is succeeded by one in 
which the parts are hot, burning and 
tingling. Bad cases end in mortification 
of the parts affected. : 

Reotum (rék-tim). The lower end of the 


bowel. 

Reduotion (ré-dik’-shun), Restoring a part 
to its normal relations, as to reduce a 
hernia or a fracture or dislocation. 

Reflex or Refiex Aotion (ré-fléx). A mus- 
cular contraction due to stimulation of 
certain parts, The stimulus is conveyed 
to the spiaal cord, and thence the in. 
voluntary muscular contraction is started. 

he reflexes, especially those of the 
pupil and the knee-joint, are commonly 
altered in diseases and injuries of the 
brain and spinal cord, and afford im 
portaat diagnostic aid. 
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Refraction. 
eye. 

Relapsing Fever. An acute, specific fever 
occurring in epidemics, having no rash, 
but characterised by fever lasting for a 
week, which ends suddenly, and after 
about another week is followed by a re- 
lapse of the same nature. Mortality is 
four per cent. Death may occur at the 
end of a week or in a first or second 
relapse two to four weeks after. 

Remittent Alhuminuria (Al-bim-l-nir-ed). 
Albuminuria occurring at intervals, Vide 
Paroxysmal Albuminuria. 

Renal Catculus (rén-d1 kal-kii-lis). Stone 
in the kidney. If not removed it will as 
a rule lead to destruction of the kidney, 
or, passing down to the bladder, give 
tise to fits of Renal Colic. A stone may, 
however, exist in the kidney for years 
without causing any trouble, 

Renal Collo (rén-4] kél-tk). Acute pain in 
the loin, set up by the passage of a 
stone from the kidney to the bladder. It 
may be severe enough to kill by shock. 

Resection. See Excision. 

Resolution. The restoration of an inflamed 
area to the normal condition, without the 
supervention of suppuration or of 
scarring. 

Respiration (res-pir-A’-shun). The act of 
breathing with the lungs; the taking into 
and expelling from the lungs of air. 
The normal number of respirations per 
minute is 18. 

Rest Cure. A method of treatment of 
various neurasthenic and nervous dis- 
orders by absolute and prolongsd: tt 
in bed, solitude, massage, electricity, 
and systematic ebigaa 

Retained Testis (tés-tis). ormally the 
testicles descend from the abdominal 
cavity into the scrotum shortly before 
the birth of the child, Occasionally their 
descent is delayed or never occurs. A 
retained testis is always liable to be- 
come affected with inflammation and 
gangrene, and the person is always liable 
to rupture. 

Retina (rét-In-A). The inner layer of the 
coats forming the eye, and by which we 
see, It is the pigmented layer. 

Retinitis (rét-d-ni-tis). Inflammation of 


the retina. It is common in kidney 
disease (Albuminuric Retinitis) and 
syphilis. 


Retropharyngeal Abscess (ré-trd-f&r-in-jéal 
&bs-sess). Abscess at the back of the 
throat. Vide Post-Pharyngeal Abscess. 

Retro-peritonea!l (ré-tré-péri-ton-é-al). At 
the back of the pany between the peri- 
toneum and the back wall of the abdo- 
men. Abscesses in this situation may be 
due to spinal cr kidney disease, or to 
perforation of some part of the intestines 
or stomacls. 

Rheumatio Gout. (which 
see). va 

Rheumatio Fever. An acute fever charac- 
terised by rise of body temperature, Pe 
fuse sweats, and acute joint pains. ‘he 
heart is often affected, and chronic heart 
disease is a frequent sequela. Hyperpy- 
rexia may lead to death in the second 
or third” week. Chronic heart trouble 
after months or years may be the final 
end of the patient. The large majority 
‘of cases recover, with or without chronic

heart disease; the complaint, however, 
shows a marked tendency to relapse. No 
person who has had more than one at- 
tack of rheumatic fever should be in- 
sured against accident, sickness or death, 
even if the heart is apparently sound. 

Rheumatiom. A term sometimes applied to 
theumatic fever, but more often to occa- 
sional pains in the bones and joints. 
Vide Rheumatic Fever. 

Rheumatoid Arthritis (rhime-i-toyd ar-thri- 
tis). Vide Osteo-arthritis, 

Rhinitis (rhi-ni-tis). Inflammation of the 
lining of the nasal cavities. 

Rhinoplasty (rhin-6-plast!), The operation 
for the repair of a lost or sunken nose. 

Riohter's Hernia (Rik-tér’s hér-ned), A 
rupture in which a part of the bowel only 
is caught, so that there is not complete 
stoppage of the bowels. It is the most 
fatal form of rupture, as it is dificult to 
diagnose. See Littré’s Hernia. 

Rockets (rik-éts). A disease of childhood 
in which there is a deficiency of the 
chalky salts of the bones. The bones are 
thereby rendered soft, and bend easily, 
causing considerable. deformities, e¢s- 
pecially of the legs The ends of lon 
bones are enlarged, as is also the skull 
In very young children it gives rise to 
fits, which not infrequently are fatal. The 

cdisease is due to improper feeding. 

Rigg’s Disease. A disease of the gums and 
roots of the teeth, in which pockets 
‘form between the gums and tooth-sockets, 
in which matter is formed. It gives rise 
to chronic anemia and dyspepsia, foul 
breath and loosening of the teeth, and 
in some cases to blood-poisoning. 

Rigor (ri-gdre), A shivering fit. 

Rigor Mortis (ri-gére mér-tis). Cadaveric 
rigidity. The rigidity of the body after

Ring-worm. Tinea Circinata. A. skio 
isease, most commonly seen on the 
scalp, due to a fungus invading the roots 
of the hair. 

Rodent Ulcer. A very slow-growing can- 
cer usually found on the face. It can be 
cured by extirpation with the knife or 
by exposure to the Réntgen Rays (which 
see). A person may live for many years 
with rodent ulcer. 

Réntgen Raye (rerat-jén). A form of light 
produced by the passage of powerful 
electric currents t rough a tube exz- 
hausted of air (Crook’s tube). The 
rays are invisible to the naked eye, but 
affect a photographic plate. By their 
means photographs of the living skeleton 
or of metallic bodies may be obtained. 
They are largely used also in the treat- 
ment of various skin diseases, inoper- 
able cancer, ete. . 

Roseota (rds-é-d!4), A disease of the skin 
characterised by red raised patches, 
Roseola Cholerica, a rose-coloured rash 
appearing in cholera,

Round Worms. Worms found in the bowels. 
The Ascaris Lumbricoides.

Otherwise, if 
severe, death may occur. 

Sarcoma (sar-k6-ma), A malignant 
tumour arising from connective tissues. 
As a rule a sarcoma is more rapid in its 
course than carcinoma, and most cases 
end fatally within a year. 

Saturnism (sat-iro-ish). Lead-poisoning 
(which see). 

Scabies (ska-bés). A skin disease affect- 

_iug usually the hands, but often spread- 
ing from there to other parts of the 
body. It is due to a small parasite which | 
burrows into the skin and there lays its 
eggs.

mation of the kidney, heart disease, 
chronic disease of the ear, with deaf- 
mess, are some of the sequela, Death 
May occur about the fifth day, or later, 
from exhaustion, or, later still, from com- 
Plications. 

Scarpa’s Triangle (Skarpa’s). An areca 
at the upper and front part of the thigh. 

Solatioa (si-at-ik-4). Chronic boring pain 
in the back of the thigh, due to in- 
flammation, or neuralgia of the sciatic 
nerve, 

Jolrrhus Mamme (skirr-his mdm-mé). A 
very hard cancer of the breast. Early 
operation may cure. Without operation 
the course is about three years, life 
being prolonged sometimes for fifteen or 
more years if the growth be removed 
from time to time. 


Solerodermia (sklér-d-dér-med). A diffuse 
or circumscribed hardening of the skin, 
It usually begins on the upper part of 
the body and spreads to the lower. It 
is a very chronic complaint and often 
does not clear up for many years. 

Sclerosis (sklér-6-sis), A thickening. 

Solerotio (sklé-rét-Ik). The outer white 
part of the eyeball.

Septio (stp-tik). Infected with germs. 

Septiowmia (sép-ti-sé-med&). The general 
infection of the body from a septic wound. 
A very grave condition, Death often 
occurs in a week or two. 

Septic Pneumonta (sép-tik ni-m6-nea). 
Pneumonia set up by inhaling foreign 
substances, such as food, etc., into the 
lung. The mortality in this complaint is 
very high, death often resulting under 
a week. 

Septum (sép-tim). The bony partition 
which separates the two sides of the 


nose. 

Sequel (sé-kwé!-le), Diseased or abnor- 
mal conditions following an attack of a 
disease, and directly or indirectly de- 
pendent upon it, 

Sequestrum (sé-qués-trim). A piece of dead 
bone which has become enclosed within 
the living bone during the process of 
healing 

Serum (sé-rim). A straw coloured fluid de- 
tived from the blood, of which it forms 
a part. 

Serums (sé-rims). Remedies used for in- 
jection in certain diseases, They act as 
antitoxins, ¢g., the anti-diphtheritic 
serum. 

Serous (sé-ris). Containing serum. 

Serpiginous (sér-pig-in-iis), With an irreg- 
ular, twisted outline. A term mainly 
used in the description of ulcers. Serpig- 
inous ulcers are often syphilitic. 

Shaking Palsy. Paralysis Agitans (which 
see}. 

Shingles (shin-gals). Herpes Zoster. A 
group of vesicles which appear on the 
skin in the course of a nerve, The erup- 
tion, which is generally seen on one side 
of the chest, lasts for about ten days, 
but the pain which co-exists with it may 
endure for weeks. 

Shook, A depression of the nervous system 
resulting from some violent stimulus. It 
is characterised by feeble pulse and heart 
beat, due to a fall of the blood-pressure. 
Often fatal within twenty-four hours, but 
may last for several weeks. Vide Rail- 
why Spine.

Siderosis (sid-ér-ds-Is). A chronic inflam- 
mation of the lungs due to the inhalation 
of particles of steel.

Sigmoid Fiexure (sig-moyd fléx-ire), The 
part of the bowel immediately above the 
rectum, A part specially Hable to be 
mvaded by cancer. ‘ 

Sinus (si-nis). A narrow track leading 
from the surface into the tissues, as a 
result of the imperfect healing of an 
abscess or wound. 

Silicosis (si-li-k6-sis), Chronic inflammation 
of the lungs due to the inhalation of par- 
ticles of flint. Met with amongst sour 
tors or granite workers, Often leads 
to phthisis, 

Steeping Siokness. A disease characterised 
by uncontrollable desire for sleep, ex- 
‘treme bodily weakness, and finally death. 
It is tropical in locality, and mainly 
confined to Uganda. Death results in 
from six to eighteen months.

The 
blood is changed in composition, being 
pals and thin, and the marrow of bones 
s diseased. Recovery i« very rare, death 
occurring in two to four years. 

Spleno-megaiic Cirrhosis (splé-ndé-mé-Al-tk 
sirr-hé-sis). Great enlargement of the 
spleen, with cirrhosis of the liver and 
jaundice, seen in children. It is a very 
tare .complaint, and invariably kills in 
from one to three. years, 

Spondylitis Deformans (spin-dé-li-tis dé- 
férm-4ns), Rheumatoid arthritis of the 
joints of the spine, not infrequently fol- 
lows on injuries to the back, and causes 
fermanent stiffness and deformity, 
gradually increasing. 

Spontaneous Fracture. Fracture of a bone 
occurring apart from any unusual vio- 
lence. It mav happen in certain nervous 
disorders such as locomotor ataxia, or 
in diseased hones such as those affected 
by cancer, and in old age. 

Sporadic (spor-ad‘ik). Scattered; occurring 
in an isolated manner; spoken about in- 
fectious diseases when only one case 
occurs ip any community. 

Spotted Fever. Cerebro-spinal

Sprain. A tearing of the ligaments of a 
joint. Sprains vary greatly in severity.

Syphilis (sif-i-lis), A specific disease due 
to infection. It begins with a hard sore 
(chancre), which most frequently appears 
on the genitals, but may appear on any 
part of the body. After a variable. time, 
secondary symptoms occur, such as 
various skin lesions, and still later, ter- 
tiary symptoms such as small tumours 
known as gummata, which may appear in 
any part of the body. The disease is 
curable in its early stages, and is 
strongly hereditary. Death may result 
any time after the onset of the tertiary 
symptoms, which appear one or two 
years after infection. The disease may 
give rise to symptoms after any number

of years. Persons who have suffered 
from it are not suitable for any class 
of personal insurance. 

Syringo-myelia (syring-d-mi-é-lea), A ner- 
vous disorder characterised by the loss 
of the senses of touch and heat; muscu- 
lar wasting of the arms, trophic dis- 
turbances such as whitlows, ulcers, and 
brittleness of the bones and nails are 
other symptoms. It is due to a de- 
generation of the central part of the 
spina) cord. The duration is indefinite, 
often lasting for many years, death being 
due to intercurrent affections.

Rickets and diarrhaa in chil- 
dren, pregnancy in women, and dilatation 
ef the stomach in either sex are 
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the causes, The disease lasts from a 
few days to three weeks, and recovery 
is the rule. 

An in- 
flammation of the tendon sheath of a 
finger. May lead to loss of &nger.

Cases 
may live for several years, Death is 
usually due to rupture of the aneurism 
or to pressure upon vital organs, Vide 
Aneurism and Aorta. 

Thorax (thér-4x). ‘The chest. 

Thread Worme. Oxyuris Vermicularis. 
Tiny worms tound in the lower end of 
the bowel In young children the irrita- 
tion of the parasites may set up con- 
vulsions, otherwise they are not dan- 
gerous to life. 5 

Fhrombosis (thrém-bé-sis). The formation 
of a thrombus (which see). 

Thrombus (thrém-bis). A blood-clot form- 

ing in a blood-vessel. It forms as a 
result of diseases of the vein (especially 
in varicose veins), inflammation around 
a vein, injuries, and of general disorders 
such as anzmia, gout, and feeble cir- 
culation (as in old age, severe illness, 
general debility, heart disease, etc.), 
a thrombus forms in a large vein, or one 
supplying a vital organ, death may re- 
sult quickly. If one of the veins of the 
brain is affected, softening of the brain 
with paralysis ¢nd mental symptoms will 
result. In the veins cf the legs—the com. 
monest situation—the danger lies in the 
fact that a piece of clot may be dis- 
placed, and be carried into an important 
organ (Embolism, which see). In ali 
cases of thrombosis a disability of at 
least three weeks will result. 

Thrueh (thrish), An _ affection of the 
mouth common in children, It consists 
of white patches forming on the mucous 
membrane lining the mouth. It is due 
to a fungus. Parasitic Stomatitis. 

Thymus Gland (thi/-mus). An organ situ- 
ated behind the upper portion of the 
breast-bone. It continues to develop 
until the second year of life, afterwards 
remains stationary until about the four- 
teenth, and then undergoes change and 
atrophies. 

Thyrold Gland. A gland lying at the sides 
and front of the windpipe. It secretes 
a substance into the circulation neces 
sary to life. , 

Thyroidism (thi-rdid-ism). An over-secre- 
tion of the thyroid gland which ag the 
same time is generally enlarged. Goitre. 
It gives rise to palpitation of the heart, 
extreme excitability, protrusion of the 
eyeballs, and tremors. See Exophthatmic 
Goitre.

Failure of sight due to chronic poisoning 
by tobacco. Recovery is usual, i? tobacco 
is given up. 

Toxins (téx-ins). Poisons produced by 
bacterial organisms. They give rise 
to skin rashes, fatty degeneration of the 
heart and other organs, great rise of 
body temperature, and delirium. Some 
produce convulsions, such as the toxins 
of tetanus, 

Toxiphobla (t6xI-f3-bea) 
being poisoned. 

Trachea (tré-kéi). The windpipe, the con- 
tinvation downwards of the tarynzx, 

Tracheltis (traé-ké-i-tis). Inflammation of 
the trachea. Due as a rule to extension 
of inflammation from the nose and larynx 
as in a cold on the chest, or accompanies 
bronchitis, May also be due to inhala- 
tion of poisonous vapours and gases 
Rarely fatal, 

Traoheotomy (tra-ké-dt-5-mI), The opera 
tion for opening the trachea to afford 
a means of inlet for the air when the 
air passages above the trachea are 
blocked up. 

Trachoma (traik-6-m4), Granular eyelids. 
It is a contagious disease, especially 
common amongst school children and 
foreign immigrants. It may last, under 
treatment, for several weeks, and may 
lead to Entropion or Pannus (which see). 

[ Catalepsy. A rare condition in 

which the person affected lies as if dead,

Transtueton (trans-fi-shon), The passing 
of blood from one person's circulation to 
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another's in order to supply a loss of 
blood. 

Traumatic (trér-m&t-ik). Due to injury. 

Traumatic Aneurism (trér-mat-tk An-i-rism), 
Aneurism due to the giving of the ia- 
jured wali of. an artery. It often calls 
for the amputation of a limb, and may 
even endanger life from hemorrhage. 

Trepan (tré-pan). To trephine. 

Trephine (tré-fine). To rémove a portion 
of the skull in order to examine the 
brain underneath or to tie a bleeding 


artery, or to telieve pressure on the 
brain, 

Triohiasia (tri-kid-sis). A turning of the 
eye-lashes inwards, so that they im- 


pinge against the eyeball. 

Triohinosis (trik-i-nd-sis). The presence of 
trichine in the body. Small parasitic 
worms introduced into the body by eating 
pork which has bee. infected with them. 
“Measly Pork.” The disease nearly 
always ends fatally. Death occurs from 
exhaustion in the’ fourth or fifth week. 

Tricuspid Regurgitation (tri-kis-pid_ ré-gir. 
gi-ta-shon), Disease of the right side 
of ‘the heart. It is either secondary to 
lung or Jeft heart disease. Generally 
met with in the last stage of chronic 
valvular trouble, and may be taken as an 
indication of approaching death. 

Trismus (tris-mis). Stiffness of the jaws. 
_A, symptom of tetanus or due to irrita- 
tion of a wisdom-tooth, or to abscess of 
the jaw. Also occurs as results of 
wounds and burns of the mouth and 
cheeks, or of diseases of the joint of 
the jaw. 

Tropical Abscess. Abscess of the liver due 
to infection from the bowel from a pre- 
vious attack of seen: They may 
last a few weeks or a few years, and 
often end fatally. 

Truss. A spring instrument designed to 
keep a hernia from coming down. 

Tubal Nephritis (ti-bal né-fri-tis), Inflam- 
mation ‘of the secreting part of the kid- 
acy. It may cause death; more often it 
leads on to chronfc kidney disease. See 
Nephritis. 

Tuherole (tu-bér-kl). 
wherever tuberculous 
going on. 

Tuberoufin (tu-bir’-ku-lin), An extract of 
cultures of the bacillus of tuberculesis. 
It is a brownish neutral fluid, soluble in 
water, and is used as a means of diag- 
nosing tuberculosis, especially in the 
domestic animals; when injected into 
tuberculous individuals a reaction is pro- 
duced, which differs from that given by 
healthy individuals. 

Tuberculosis (ti-bér-ki-lé-sis), A disease 
caused by the organism “tubercle bacil- 
lus.” It is infective but not hereditary, 
though ea very strong family tendency 
to the disease is often seen. It gives 
tise to the formation of tubercles, little 
masses of inflammato: tissue, in the 
organs it invades. In the lungs it exists 
as the &o-called ‘“‘consumption,” in’ the 
spine as “spinal disease,” in the hip-joint 
as “hip-joint disease.” It causes great 
destruction when invading joints and 
bones. No part of the body is exempt 
from its ravages. Mortality due to 
tuberculosis is very great in the British 
Isles. As a general rule the disease is 
ebronic, General tuberculosis leads te

A speci- 
fie and acute fever marked by severe 
headache, inflammation of the bowel, a 
slight rash on the abdomen, and 
heightened fever. Mortality varies in 
different epidemics from 5 to 20 per cent. 
The majority of deaths occur between 
the second end fourth weeks, Cases 
which recover are usually disabled for 
at least twelve weeks. 

An acute specific fever 
severe rash and very 
high temperature, which ends with a 
crisis. It occurs in epidemics and is 
often fatal. Mortality is about ro per 
cent., but in elderly pecple it may rise 
above 6o per cent, Death generally occurs 
towards the end of the second week of 
the fever, Is extremely rare at the 
present time, and when it does occur it 
usually first appears amongst the lowest 
classes, especially tramps, or amongst 
those who live in conditions of filth and 
over-crowding. 

Tyrotoxioon Poisoning (ti-r6-t6x-I-kin), 
Poisoning from the eating of bad cheese. 
Severe diacthes and collapse are the 
main symptoms. Death is not uncommon 
within twenty-four hoors.

Uretors (ir-é-térs), The tubes conveying 
the urine from the kidney to the bladder. 

Urethra (i-ré-thra). The cana! running 
through the penis from the bladder, serv: 
ing as a passage for the water. 

Ugethral Fever (i-ré-thral). A raised tem 
perature due to inflammation and shock 
set up hy the passage of instruments 
through the urethra. It may be fatal io

Urethritis (i-ré-thri-tis). Inflammation of 
the urethra, Generally due to gonorrhea) 
infection: clap, gleet.

An acute 
specific fever occurring in epidemics and 
characterised by an eruption of vesicles 
which leave more or less scarring be- 
hind them, The constitutional symptoms 
are very severe, and death often oc- 
curs, A fatal result may occur at any 
time in the first two weeks.
